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The reply filed on 18 May 2010 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

First, as an administrative matter, applicant has failed to use proper status 
identifiers (withdrawn or withdrawn, amended) to identify the non-elected claims. A list 
of these withdrawn claims can be found in box 4a of the PTOL-326 mailed to applicant 
02/18/2010. 

Second, pursuant to the original election requirement (which is not repeated 
here) applicant is required to identify which of any new claims that are added to the 
application are readable on the elected species. Applicant has not done this with 
respect to new claim 30. 

Applicant's explanations as to where the translated copies of the various allowed 
claims of EP 1601543 and FR 2,852,271 are found in the file have been extremely 
helpful in resolving the examiner's confusion. The examiner apologizes on behalf of the 
PTO for the fact that these translations were not scanned in and noted as separate 
documents in the official file, but rather are "appended to" (for lack of any other 
description) respective publications EP 1601543 (B1) and FR 2,852,271 (A1). 

Finally, on page 10 of the 18 May 2010 response applicant notes that the 
translated claims in EP 1601543 (B1 ) "match" the translated claims of priority document 
FR 2,852,271 (A1 ). The examiner expressed previously that this did not appear to be 
the case. The examiner has looked at this for a third time and believes that the 
translated claims from FR 2,852,271 (B1) have been attached to a copy of FR 
2,852,271 (A1 ) that may have different claims that the examiner was looking at. If the 
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examiner is incorrect in what was just stated, please clarify the record. The examiner 
believes that this is the source of the examiner's confusion. 

Please correct the first two matters noted above and, if the examiner's 
understanding is in error with respect to the translations, please clarify.
